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Paralympic flame pair 
given no'recognition'

TWO Weymouth Para¬ 
lympic flame ambassadors 
claim they have been 
snubbed by London 2012 
bosses and denied a souvenir 
recognising their efforts. 

Wheelchair-bound Ian 
White is campaigning on be¬ 
half of himself and fellow 
flame ambassador, partially 
sighted David Wallis, to re¬ 
ceive the same style of sou¬ 
venir recognition given to 
other Olympic ambassadors. 

Ian said: “Meet and greet 
ambassadors received a sou¬ 
venir baton while torch run¬ 
ners were either given a 
torch or the opportunity to 
buy one. 

“All David and I have re¬ 
ceived is a piece of card 
thanking us for our part in 
the 2012 torch relay - and 
they even got that wrong be- 
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cause we didn’t take part in 
the torch relay. 

“We were actually ambas¬ 
sadors for the flame having 
collected it from London 
and brought it to Weymouth. 

“I felt so strongly about 
being snubbed that I wrote 
to Lord Coe, who didn’t 
even reply. 

“I then contacted the Lon¬ 
don Organising Committee 
of the Olympic Games, 
which Lord Coe led, about 
the possibility of getting an 
engraved disk similar to that 
on the flame lantern. They 
told me that souvenirs were 
available from their shop! 

“That really made me 
angry, so I wrote to Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
and Deputy Prime Minister 
Nick Clegg and asked for 
their help. They both replied 
and told me to contact the 
Department of Culture, 
Media and Sports which I 
did. 

“The department replied 
that all torch bearers were 
given an opportunity to buy 
a torch, but they completely 
missed the fact that neither 
David nor I were torch bear¬ 
ers. We were flame ambas¬ 
sadors. 

“They also said that flame 
ambassadors were not their 
responsibility but that of the 
local authority which was 
Weymouth and Portland 
council and that costs meant 
the department didn’t have 
enough lanterns to allow all 
flame ambassadors to have 


“But we weren’t asking 
LOCOG for a lantern. All we 
wanted was a replica of the 
silver disk on the original 
lantern. 

“All this has convinced me 
that claims about the huge 
advances made in recogni¬ 
tion for disabled people 
thanks to the Paralympic 
Games is not as great as the 
Government would have 
people believe and it is still 
a case of “out of sight out of 
mind. 

“Surely what David, my¬ 
self and other flame ambas¬ 
sadors did is worth 
recognising with something 
as simple as a metal disk. 

“Weymouth and Portland 
looked after us wonderfully 
well, but I feel badly let 
down and almost ignored by 
LOCOG.” 

Fellow flame ambassador 
David Wallis agreed and 
said: “I feel we should have 
some form of recognition 
and I strongly support Ian’s 
efforts.” 

Weymouth and Portland 
culture and tourism 
spokesman Councillor Ian 
Bruce said: “I was very sorry 
to hear how our Flame Am¬ 
bassadors felt LOCOG had 
let them down in not provid¬ 
ing a copy of the silver disc 
that was on the Davy Lamp. 

“I have been trying to help 
them but I suspect, with 
LOCOG now being run 
down, that their quest is 
going to be unsuccessful. 

“I have been able to con¬ 
firm with Weymouth and 


Portland London 2012 oper¬ 
ations head Simon Williams 
that he would be able to give 
Ian White and David Wallis 
two batons and, while Ian 
and David are not happy to 
accept these at this stage of 
their quest for silver discs, I 
have asked Simon to keep 
two batons available in case 
they do want to accept these 
as mementos of their work 
as our Flame Ambassadors.” 

The original Weymouth 
and Portland Paralympic 
Games lantern and disk are 
on display in the Mayor’s 
Parlour. 
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IN March 2011, young architectural consultant 
Jim Larcombe decided to go it alone and set up 
his own business. 

Despite doing so in the middle of a recession, 
his Lyme Regis-based company, named Jim Lar¬ 
combe Architectural Consultant, has gone from 
strength to strength and he has just opened a 
new office having previously worked from home. 

Jim, 22, was born and bred in Lyme Regis, at¬ 
tending the Woodroffe School before gaining an 
ONC and HNC in Building Studies at Exeter Col¬ 
lege. 


• WHY did you decide to set up your own business? 

The idea of setting up my own business has always ap¬ 
pealed to me and, with plenty of local contacts through 
Lyme Regis Football Club and friends of the family, I 
gradually started picking up private work. People 
thought I was mad setting up a business in the middle 
of a recession but I always had plenty of support and it 
has certainly paid off. To date, I have taken on over 120 
projects in slightly under two years. I currently have free¬ 
lance help from an RIBA registered architect, a couple of 
architectural technicians and some office help - business 
is booming! 

• WHAT services do you offer? 

The architectural services that we offer include meas¬ 
ured surveys, which are used primarily to help with the 
design stage, carrying out surveys for Land Registry 
plans, a full design package which can include a 3D 
model of the proposal along with freehand concept 
sketches and 2D drawings as necessary for planning ap¬ 
plications. We will take on any size planning application 
anywhere in the country. We also provide a full set of 
Building Regulation drawings and offer a site supervi¬ 
sion service. 

• WHAT job are you most proud of to date? 

I have recently gained planning permission for an ultra 
contemporary project in Lyme Regis, in a cul-de-saq of 
traditional 1970s bungalows. The client knew it was not 
going to be a straightforward application and gave me 
a year to obtain planning permission but the application 
was turned around in just two and a half months. This 
has given me the encouragement to take on more am¬ 
bitious projects. 

• WHAT would your ideal architectural job be? 

I would love to get my hands on a new housing estate 
and design some contemporary new builds rather than 
your traditional pitched roof, uninspiring new builds 
that are so common these days. We are so fortunate to 
be in an area with fantastic countryside and coastal 
views that need to be maximised. 

• HOW do you hope to expand your business in the 
future? 



Within the next five years I am hoping to open another 
office, not far from Lyme Regis, and try to maximise the 
current workflow. This will not only establish the busi¬ 
ness outside of Lyme Regis but also provide more jobs 
for local people, which is something I am all for. 

• TELL us about the Upkyme school project you're 
involved in... 
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I have been quite fortunate to help Mrs Ethelston's Pri¬ 
mary School in Uplyme try to obtain planning permis¬ 
sion for a new school. I approached a team of volunteers 
in May 2011 with a view to help in whatever capacity. It 
was early days of being self-employed and I wanted to 
try and integrate myself into projects going on in the 
local area. I was later appointed along with three other 
consultants to assist the school on an outline planning 
application, which was successful. The school had been 
trying to obtain permission on this site for around 25 
years and to be part of a team that helped to achieve 
this gave me great satisfaction. 

• WHAT do you like about living in Lyme Regis? 

I have a great passion for the town and it gives me great 
pleasure to have an office in Lyme and I'm fortunate to 
still be able to live here. I love the fact that you are no 
more than a 10-minute walk to the seafront, although 
the walk back up the hill isn’t so enjoyable! 

• WHAT would you add to the area if you could? 

The town is crying out for low-cost housing. It is ex¬ 
tremely hard to be able to work in the town and afford 
to buy a house here. I am willing to help any potential 
developers who would be interested in trying to provide 
this option to first-time buyers. Also, having moved into 
my new office three weeks ago in Church Street and see¬ 
ing near miss after near miss right outside my window, 
it would be nice to see a one-way system put in place, 
or traffic lights to be installed further up the road to¬ 
wards the London Inn. 

• WHAT are your personal interests? 

I'm a member of Lyme Regis Football Club and it is 
something that I am only too happy to help out with in 
whatever way possible. I have been involved with the 
club since I was four years old. If you haven't been up 
there, I strongly recommend giving it a try. I was fortu¬ 
nate to be able to help out when it came to building 
new changing facilities and I designed the extension. 
Granted, the building isn't the most aesthetically pleas¬ 
ing in the world now but it provides the additional space 
required. It's something the whole club should be very 
proud of. 

• WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

Obviously I would build my own house, it's a dream that 
I hope comes true one day. I would also invest in new 
premises for the business and attempt to create as many 
new jobs within the town as possible. I would make sure 
that the football club was financially sound and would 
donate money to both Cancer Research UK and the 
British Heart Foundation.

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Anger over loss of bus services 


RESIDENTS are being asked to help shape 
the future of the public transport network 
in Dorset. 

Dorset County Council is consulting with mem¬ 
bers of the public to find out what their travel pri¬ 
orities are, which will help important decisions to 
be made about the future of local bus services. 

Although the majority of local bus services in 
Dorset are operated by bus companies on a com¬ 
mercial basis, the county council subsidises many 
socially necessary bus services through contracts 
with bus operators. 

At the moment, around 11 million individual 
journeys each year are made by bus in Dorset with 
about 25% of these being made on these sub¬ 
sidised services. 

Councillor Peter Finney, Cabinet member for 
highways and transportation, said: "We want as 
many people as possible to complete our ques¬ 
tionnaire about how they use public transport. 

"Subsidised bus services cost nearly £3m a year 
and we want to make sure that this money is being 
spent supporting as many essential needs as pos¬ 
sible, while at the same time providing value for 
money. 

"We are continuing to work with bus operators 
to encourage them to run as many services as pos¬ 
sible without subsidy, where routes are commer¬ 
cially viable." 

Questionnaires can be completed online or 
downloaded from www.dorsetforyou.com/bus- 
consultation, where a list of the subsidised local 
bus services can also be found. 

A separate questionnaire is available for people 
who use, or are thinking of using, community 
transport such as community car or community 
bus schemes. 

The deadline for the submission of these surveys 
is Monday 15 April 2013.

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MORE than 200 people at¬ 
tended an angry public 
protest at plans to slash 
local bus services. 

Sweeping proposals by 
bus company First will see 
service cuts isolate Wey¬ 
mouth’s Southill commu¬ 
nity and others like it such 
as Sutton Poyntz. 

A crowd swiftly built up 
at the bus stop outside the 
John Gregory pub at 
Southill to demonstrate 
against the loss of their bus 
service under extensive 
route and timetable 
changes that First plans to 
bring in for South and 
West Dorset on March 
24th. 

Among proposals are 
scrapping Southill’s 5 and 
5A services and Sutton 
Poyntz’s 4B service. 

First claimed it had 
thought carefully about the 
moves and had to bear in 
mind commercial viability, 
but Save Our Bus protes¬ 
tors led by county council¬ 
lor David Harris roundly 
condemned the loss. 

Among protestors was 
ex-First bus driver Reg 
Strathearn who lives at 
Southill. 

He said: “I think it is 
shambolic, a disgrace. I 
used to drive the Southill 
route and you’ve got a lot 
of elderly people here. If 
they can’t drive they are 
going to be trapped in their 
homes. How does First ex¬ 
pect them to get into town? 


It will be a taxi or nothing 
and many can’t afford a 
taxi.” 

Eighty-six-year old Ed¬ 
ward Hammond uses the 
Southill bus twice a week 
and said: “It will have to be 
a taxi for me which will 
cost nearly £30 a week, 
money I can ill afford. I 
shall just have to find the 
money. I think First are 
rubbish. We never had a 
good service from them 
anyway.” 

Another Southill protes¬ 
tor was Jean Connor, 85, 
who uses the service every 
day and she said: “Not 
having a bus will be like 
being in prison. I can af¬ 
ford an occasional taxi but 
not every day.” 

Supporting protestors 
was Weymouth and Port¬ 
land transport spokesman 
Councillor Christine James 
who said: “Residents with 
a free bus pass said they 
wouldn’t mind paying and 
that idea was put to First 
but we never heard any¬ 
thing back from them. 

“I don’t think First has 
the backbone to listen to 
what residents and council¬ 
lors have been saying.” 

Mr Harris said: “First 
does not seem to want to 
run a proper service which 
would attract customers 
from this part of the bor¬ 


ough. There are various so¬ 
lutions which we think are 
more profitable if only First 
was prepared to try them. 

“One is to have a much 
more regular service which 
can take people to work, 
school, the shops and to 
weekend events. 

“A second solution is to 
run a bus from Dorchester 
Road to town through 
Radipole Village and 
Southill, enabling people to 
catch it in both directions 
and have easier journeys to 
Dorchester and to Wey¬ 
mouth supermarkets, but 
First don’t seem to be inter¬ 
ested at all in either idea. 

“There is no other com¬ 
munity in Dorset of 
Southill’s size yet it faces 
being cut off.” 

Mr Harris pledged to 
challenge Dorset County 
Council to subsidise a 
Southill service and to ask 
for a meeting with First at 
regional level to discuss the 
crisis. 

He also said that talks 
were being held between 
the county council and 
Damory Coaches about the 
possibility of taking up the 
Southill service if First 
does abandon it. 

No one from First at¬ 
tended the protest, but the 
company’s South West and

Wales regional network 
manager Simon Ford said 
in a statement that changes 
were largely designed to 
improve things such as 
route punctuality and relia¬ 
bility. 

But he admitted: “We are 
also making a handful of 
changes to some other 
routes which are necessary 
to ensure the long term vi¬ 
ability of our business. We 
understand and regret that 
the latter will be unpopular, 
but unfortunately we have 
no choice other than to in¬ 
troduce them. 

"Where routes are being 
amended or lost it is be¬ 
cause very few people are 
carried on board them and 
the revenue taken does not 
match the costs of operat¬ 
ing the journeys. 

“This is an issue that is 
further compounded by the 
fact that of those people 
using the affected services 
many are concessionary 
pass holders and at present 
the level of concessionary 
fare reimbursement that 
operators like First receive 
for these people travelling 
is relatively low. This 
makes it much harder for 
us sustain these journeys. 

“Decisions like this are 
never taken lightly as we 
do understand the impact 
they can have on local peo¬ 
ple, particularly where 
older people rely on the 
routes, but in the current fi¬ 
nancial climate we are un¬ 
able to sustain loss making 
routes and so have had to 


take steps to address this.” 

He added that there were 
positives including the in¬ 
troduction of evening jour¬ 
neys on Service 10 and the 
routing of all Service 10 
buses to operate via Broad¬ 


way and Upwey, respond¬ 
ing in part to a local cam¬ 
paign asking for evening 
journeys between Dorch¬ 
ester and Weymouth run¬ 
ning via Broadwey and 
Upwey to be reinstated.

PORTLAND’S famous spy ring will 
be the centre of conversation when a 
special evening is held at the pub 
where they used to meet, the Elm 
Tree at Langton Herring. 

Harry Houghton, a clerk at the Ad¬ 
miralty Underwater Weapons Estab¬ 
lishment at Portland, and his mistress 
Ethel Gee regularly used the pub. 

They often passed packages of se¬ 
cret information on to Gordon Lons¬ 
dale, a “businessman” from London, 
who, in turn, passed it on to spies 
Peter and Helen Kroger who lived at 
Ruislip and who posed as antiquarian 
booksellers. 

A mole revealed that the Russians 
were getting information from the 
AUWE and suspicion fell on 
Houghton, whose free-spending 
lifestyle was far above his salary. 

MI5 put him and Gee under sur¬ 
veillance which led to Londsdale 
who, in turn, was watched which led

to the Krogers. 

All were arrested and tried in 1961, 
Houghton and Gee getting 15 years 
in prison. They were released in 
1970 and married in 1971. Houghton 
died at Poole in 1985. 

The Krogers got 20 years each and 
mastermind Lonsdale 25 years. He 
was exchanged with the Russians for 
British spy Greville Wynne in 1964. 

Houghton and Gee became part of 
local folklore and Elm Tree landlady 
Debbie Hughes said she hopes to 
hold a special evening to highlight 
the pub’s spy connection. 

She said: “So many people are in¬ 
terested in the spy ring and come 
here to visit because of the pub’s 
connection with it. 

“Houghton and Gee used to sit here 
near the fire, get drunk, spend a lot 


of money and get very, very loud - 
hardly the actions of people passing 
on secrets! 

“A lot of people who were col¬ 
leagues of the three used to see them 
in the Elm Tree without knowing 
what they were doing. 

“Nowadays we get a lot of visitors 
coming into the pub, reading our 
framed stories about the spy ring and 
asking questions. 

“I decided that, with so much inter¬ 
est, it would be a great idea to get to¬ 
gether some of those who knew 
Houghton and Gee, worked with 
them or were connected in some way 
with the incidents of the time.” 

If all goes well then the evening 
will be held in a few months time. 

Debbie said: “We are particularly 
interested in welcoming people with 
any memorabilia of the time from 
newspapers and magazines to books 
which they could bring along on the 
night for everyone to look at.”

A fisherman, a coastguard and a 
lifeboat coxswain have been cho¬ 
sen by local people for the three 
life-size two-dimensional steel 
figures that will stand alongside a 
simple wooden bench installed 
alongside the Rodwell Trail. 

The portrait bench also cele¬ 
brates the development of a new 
walking and cycling network for 
Weymouth which has recently 


seen a much needed bridge over 
Newstead Road and a new safer 
crossing at Ferrybridge. 

Kevin Humphreys from Sus¬ 
trans, said: “We know that people 
are more likely to walk or cycle 
for their everyday journeys when 
they find the environment around 
them attractive and interesting. 
I’m delighted that the local com¬ 
munity has adopted it as part of 
their community garden initia¬ 
tive.” 

County cabinet member for 
highways and transportation Peter 


Finney said: “The portrait bench 
will provide another focal point 
along this popular route and will 
encourage people to stop and re¬ 
flect on Weymouth and Portland’s 
maritime past, present and future.” 

The scheme is part of a national 
project from Sustrans, creating 
new everyday walking and cy¬ 
cling routes in communities across 
the UK. The national project re¬ 
ceived £50million from the Big 
Fottery Fund, with part of that 
money making its way to Wey¬ 
mouth alongside local funding. 



Plans for Buxton monument take shape

DETAIFS of a new monu¬ 
ment were given when the 
Thomas Fox well Buxton 
Society held its annual 
meeting in Weymouth. 

Buxton, a former Wey¬ 
mouth MP, was instrumen¬ 
tal in ending slavery in the 
British Empire through an 
Act of Parliament in 1833. 

The society plans to un¬ 
veil a monument to Bux¬ 
ton, but no definite site has 
been decided on yet. 

Chairman John Fannon 
told the meeting that the 
monument will consist of 
a base, a plinth with an 
obelisk on top surmounted 
by a ball finial. 

He added: “The whole of 
the structure will sit on 
two steps which will be on 
a slabbed pavement. 

“We might still be able to 
site the monument on 
Manor Roundabout, but 
we are keeping all our op¬ 
tions open at this time. 

“We have been offered 
sites at Bincleaves and at 
Bowleaze by the council

CLOUDS of musket smoke drifted 
through town as Royalists clashed 
with Parliamentarians in a recreation 
of the English Civil War Battle of 
Weymouth in 1645. 

Events surrounding it have become 
known as the Crabchurch Conspir¬ 
acy and the two-day military festival 
gave spectators a colourful taste of 
the attempt to provide Cahrles I with 
a south coast port through which he 
could land French Catholic soldiers 
to help him win the war. 

The attempt failed but the modem 
event in Weymouth was a huge suc¬ 
cess. 

Visitors were able to enjoy every¬ 
thing from a pitched battle on the 
beach in front of nearly 1,000 spec¬ 
tators to living history exhibitions in 
the Old Town Hall and the new Wey¬ 
mouth Timewalk Heritage and Visi¬ 
tor Centre. 

There were also costumed marches 
through town by the two warring 
sides, history talks and music from 
The Dolmen who appeared at a spe¬ 
cial Weymouth College Bay Theatre 
event with historian Professor 
Ronald Hutton and author Kit Berry. 

Cavaliers and Roundheads walked 
together for a re-enactment march 
from Sandsfoot Castle to the Old 
Town Hall, Weymouth and Portland 
Mayor Councillor Margaret Leices¬ 
ter later taking the salute on the steps 
of Holy Trinity Church with Henry 
Digby, son of Lord Digby who is a 
direct descendant of Charles I’s sen¬ 
ior military advisor George Digby.

Their bravery helped the Royalist 
army escape, but the Irish were even¬ 
tually caught between two blocks of 
pikemen and they were forced into 
the harbour where they drowned or 
were shot by the Parliamentarians. 

Festival organiser Dave Allan was 
delighted at the event’s success and 
said: “It was great practice ahead of 
a big event we are planning for 2015 
to mark the 370th anniversary of the 
Battle of Weymouth when we hope 
to have up to 2,000 re-enactors and 
living history enthusiasts taking 
part.”

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Falls and cracks cause 
cliff path closure 

CLIFF falls have forced the closure of coastal footpaths 
in the Castle Cove and Bincleaves area of Weymouth. 
The access path to the beach at Castle Cove has been 
closed for public safety reasons. 

It comes after the cliff next to the flight of steps 
down to the beach failed and cracks opened up 
across the path's surface. The condition of the path 
and steps down to the beach will be monitored dur¬ 
ing coming weeks.. 

Weymouth and Portland and Dorset county coun¬ 
cils will be working together to try to maintain an ac¬ 
cess route to Castle Cove beach. 

Another cliff fall has forced the closure of the foot¬ 
path from Bincleaves open space above the Western 
Ledges. 

The coast path in the Castle Cove and Bincleaves 
area, which was diverted inland due to landslips sev¬ 
eral years ago, is unaffected. 

Brewers Quay could 
reopen next month 

WEYMOUTH'S popular Brewers Quay attraction could 
re-open by the end of March. 

The complex of shops which included theTimewalk 
tour has been closed for two years. 

Ambitious plans for the site had originally included 
a hotel, apartments, shops and a restaurant as well as 
a new and bigger home for Weymouth Museum. 

But the hotel chain pulled out and the prominent 
site in Hope Square remained empty until pop-up bar 
Salt and some shops appeared during the Olympics 
last year. 

Now owners Brewers Quay Investments hope to 
open an antiques market with up to 50 traders, a 
restaurant, a small military museum, a cafe and of¬ 
fices. 

Weymouth Museum Trust is also holding talks with 
BQI about its role in the giant building (see page 10).

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Holiday service launched for 
families with disabled children 


A UNIQUE new holiday and short break serv¬ 
ice has been launched in Weymouth to support 
Dorset fa mi lies with disabled children. 

A partnership between care providers Regard 
Group and Wyvern Academy in Dorchester 
Road, Weymouth, means that up to three dis¬ 
abled children at a time can enjoy short breaks 
or activity-based longer holidays at a flat cre¬ 
ated in the school with the supervision and care 
they need. 

Regard Group chief executive officer Sandie 
Foxall-Smith officially opened the service on 
February 14th saying that it will enable fami¬ 
lies and carers to also take a well- earned break. 

She said: “This is the first Regard For Chil¬ 
dren service in the country. It is a model that 
we would like to see adopted elsewhere if we 
can find the level of support and the positive 
approach that we have had from Wyvern Acad¬ 
emy and the Aspect Trust of which it is a part.” 

Regard regional director Daun Tattersall said: 
“This facility has been specifically aimed at 
providing support to children and young people 
with learning and physical disabilities from 
throughout Dorset. It is the first of its kind in 
Dorset and has only been made possible by a 
partnership with Wyvern Academy. 

“They have pupils ranging in age from two 
to 19 and we have been working with them and 
headteacher Sue Hoxey for some time in pro¬ 
viding support for older pupils as they move 
into adulthood.” 

The overnight short break service has been 
registered with OFSTED and is able not only 
to provide planned overnight stays and regular 
or planned short breaks but can also be used for 
emergency overnight stays if a family with a 
disabled child needs accommodation in a hurry. 

The breaks are intended to be fun for the chil¬ 


dren and to give them an experience in life that 
will make sense for them. 

Bookings are already being taken for special 
activity breaks planned for holiday periods and 
special themed days later in the year. 

Depending on the child’s abilities these will 
include visits to local tourist attractions, swim¬ 
ming, sensory sessions, cinema trips, bowling, 


kayaking, drama lessons, cooking, rock climb¬ 
ing, sailing, story-telling and hydrotherapy 
sessions. Activities are matched to the abilities 
and age range of the children. 

The facility has already welcomed its first 
visitors and is open for families with disabled 
children from throughout Dorset.

Row over 'gagging' of 
coastguard officials 

MP accuses minister of'Orwellian'tactics in helicopter campaign 


A POLITICAL storm is brewing 
after South Dorset MP Richard Drax 
accused a government minister of 
“gagging” coastguard officials so 
they couldn’t talk to him about Port¬ 
land’s threatened search and rescue 
helicopter. 

Mr Drax has written to Transport 
Secretary Stephen Hammond asking 
him to confirm that he has asked of¬ 
ficials within the Marine Coastguard 
Agency (MCA) not to speak to him. 

The furious MP, who has cam¬ 
paigned to keep the Portland helicop¬ 
ter since its 2017 closure was first 
announced two years ago, said in a 
hard-hitting letter: “I recently re¬ 
quested a meeting with Alan Massey 
(of the MCA) to be told you have or¬ 
dered him not to see me. Is this true? 
I enclose an email from Mr Massey 
which indicates it is. 

“This is positively Orwellian. We 
were told that anyone involved with 
the Portland Search and Rescue serv¬ 
ice who opposed the last helicopter 
reorganisation were ‘warned off’. 
We told the Transport Select Com¬ 
mittee that it could happen. Now we 
are seeing it for ourselves. 

“I find it quite extraordinary that an 
MP should be prevented from speak¬ 


ing to anyone on behalf of his con¬ 
stituents. 

“I would ask you to withdraw this 
order and allow me to talk to a vital 
link in the chain before a disastrous 
decision is made.” 

Mr Drax went on to refute several 
points in the minister’s most recent 
letter to him and was particularly 
angry over a claim by the minister 
that, if Portland was closed, the av¬ 
erage flying time from alternate 
bases to reach incidents would be 21 
minutes. 

He said “this simply cannot be fac¬ 
tually correct,” pointing out that on 
the second page of his letter, Mr 
Hammond had admitted that the fly¬ 
ing time from Culdrose, an alternate 
base in Cornwall, was 48 minutes. 
Mr Drax added that flying time from 
Lea on Solent - the other alternate 
base - was 30 minutes. 

He wrote: “So where did you get 
the 21 minutes from? It’s just not 
possible, however ‘modern’ the air¬ 
craft.” 

Mr Drax also took issue with a 
table the minister had used which 
showed that helicopters from Port¬ 
land were tasked concurrently with 
those of what the minister called its 


‘two nearest neighbours’ on only five 
occasions in three years. 

Mr Drax wrote: “Interestingly, you 
exclude Culdrose and include 
Chivenor to reach this figure. The 
latter has never been mentioned as 
one of the two alternatives before 
(Lee on Solent being the other base) 
and I suspect this is because using 
Chivenor reduces concurrent task- 
ings considerably.” 

He also attacked the minister’s 
continued insistence that consultants 
had tested and supported the DfT’s 
modelling of the SAR proposals. 

He wrote: “Your next point is that 
you have followed the advice of the 
Atkins’ report that aircraft should be 
“equitably distributed around the 
UK. 

“That would make sense if the ‘in¬ 
cidents’ occurred equitably around 
the UK, but of course they don’t. 

“Twenty five per cent of them hap¬ 
pen along our stretch of the south 
coast. So, logic would dictate that 
more aircraft should be located 
there.” 

He urged the minister to think 
again and concluded: “I hope you 
will reflect upon my letter and come 
to the same conclusion as everyone 
else.” 


Hope for permanent home 
for Weymouth Museum? 


FRESH plans for Weymouth Mu¬ 
seum could finally see it given a new 
home at Brewers Quay. 

The museum has been without a 
venue to display more than 20,000 
artefacts in its collection for two 
years. 

Recent ideas to find it a new build¬ 
ing have ranged from the ferry ter¬ 
minal to suggestions involving the 
Guildhall if the council confirms it 
will be putting the historic building 
up for sale. 

But Weymouth Museum Trust has 
revealed that the top choice of site 
has been reinforced as Brewers Quay 
and that a new planning application 
to develop the site and include the 
museum within it is currently being 
thrashed out. 

Weymouth and Portland Mayor 
Margaret Leicester, who is both a 
museum trustee and the council’s 
representative on the trust, said the 
council was finalising Brewers Quay 
plans with developers Brewers Quay 
Investments LLP. 

She added: “We have a contract 
with them that runs until 2014 to

provide a new museum within the 
Brewers Quay development. 

“The museum desperately needs a 
new home so its many thousands of 
exhibits can once more go back on 
public display. 

“The past two years when every¬ 
thing has been in store has prompted 
a spate of rumours about its future, 
most of which have been wrong. 

“The facts are that, if this planning 
application goes through this sum¬ 
mer and is approved, then the new 
museum site at Brewers Quay could 
open by 2015. 

“In the meantime the trust is hop¬ 
ing to bridge that gap by staging a se¬ 
ries of public displays to show off 
some of its exhibits and keep the 
idea of a museum in the public eye.” 

Quay plans had a setback when a 
hotel chain pulled out of building on 
the site, but the latest application is 
believed to contain residential apart¬ 


ments, a large exhibition space, an 
indoor attractions area and various 
shops. 

Mrs Leicester said: “We are all 
feeling a lot more optimistic for the 
future and we hope our dream of a 
new Weymouth Museum will be re¬ 
alised as soon as possible.”

The Past Made Present at Dorset County Museum 


Trio Flyright into Dorset 


AT LAST, an exhibition of contemporary art that can be 
accessed and enjoyed by all. 

Works by a total of 24 artists are displayed in the exhi¬ 
bition which opened this Saturday at Dorset County Mu¬ 
seum. At the exhibition preview over 200 people 
enjoyed exploring the new works of art, many displayed 
alongside artefacts from the Museum's unique collec¬ 
tions. Jo Saurin, one of the artists and a curator of the 
exhibition said, "This is not an exhibition designed to in¬ 
timidate the visitor but to encourage them, through en¬ 
counters with fragments of the past, to unearth buried 
memories and make them contemporary. Encounters 
focuses on shared ancestry, poignant memory and 
loved landscape and there are links throughout wJon 
Murden, director of Dorset County Museum said, "This 
is one of the most challenging exhibitions we have 
worked on for some time, but also one of the most fas¬ 
cinating. Forme, the mixture of brand new works of art 
displayed alongside the iconic artefacts which inspired 
them is particularly interesting." 

The artists, all from Wessex Contemporary Arts, will be 
there personally on three mornings to talk about their 
work - come along between 10.30am and 12 noon on 
21 February, 4 and 11 April to meet them, hear about 


their work and find out what inspired them. Some of 
the artists are also running workshops to encourage tac¬ 
tile engagement with processes and concepts that are 
at the heart of Contemporary art.

Moore just the ticket 

Bath City 2 Dorchester Town 3 

February 12th, Blue Square Sth -att 418 
DORCHESTER Town produced another out¬ 
standing performance to complete the dou¬ 
ble over Bath City atTwerton Park on Tuesday 
of last week. 

The victory followed just three days after the 
Magpies had beaten league leaders Salisbury 
City at The Avenue and completes the first 
back to back wins since September. 

The result sees The Magpies climb to a re¬ 
spectable 10th in the Blue Square South, five 
points clear of relegation but only seven short 
of a play-off place, so tight is the league this 
year. 

There were two changes to the side that 
played Salisbury. 

Nick Crittenden who played on Saturday de¬ 
spite having barely recovered from a ham¬ 
string injury, paid the price for his bravery and 
had to withdraw following the warm-up after 
feeling the effects, and was replaced by Lewis 
Morgan.

Clough was moved back to his normal cen¬ 
tral defensive position in place of Nathan 
Walker who needed five stitches in a cut 
above the eye sustained in the build up to 
Dorchester's winner. 

The new striker's presence gave the Magpies 
an edge up front that the Romans couldn't 
cope with, and he soon had City'keeper Jason 
Mellor working to save his shot. 

Ben Watson, wallowing in the freedom he 
has been missing for most of the season 
where he has had to work alone up front, gave 
them the lead on 20 minutes when Mark 
Preece allowed him too much room and he 
turned to fire past Mellor. 

The lead only lasted seven minutes however 
when Charlie Griffin was bundled over right 
on the edge of the area and he stepped to curl 
the free-kick past Jason Matthews. 

Dorchester, despite the rigours of their en¬ 
ergy sapping encounter with Salisbury, 
stepped up to the plate and regained the lead 
on 38 minutes when the Romans defence 
failed to clear Jake Smeeton's cross. 

Watson flicked the ball on, and when Dan 
Ball hesitated, Sam Malsom robbed him to fire 
them ahead again. 

Five minutes later Bath were level again 
through Griffin who lobbed Matthews from 
25 yards. 

Although the 'keeper got his hand to the 
ball he could only push it into the roof of the 
net. 

The second half was more even as Bath, who 
had lost their previous three home games 
looked to put the run to an end, but they 
rarely looked to trouble Matthews. 

Dorchester continued to search for a winner 
and it arrived ten minutes from time when 
Aaran Pugh climbed highest at a corner to 
powerfully head home the winner. 

Manager Phil Simkin was absolutely de¬ 
lighted with his side's performance and with 


Moore's debut. 

He told ViewSport:"\Ne played really well. 
They had two shots at goal the whole game 
and scored two"worldy's". 

"We won well, better than the score line sug¬ 
gests, and when you consider how hard they 
had to play on Saturday and then to step up 
again three days later with many of them car¬ 
rying knocks, it was a great achievement. 

"In the first-half I thought we were awe¬ 
some, and Kieffer made a terrific debut. 

"He was unlucky not to score, but his contri¬ 
bution was massive. He fitted in well; it's not 
easy to walk into a dressing room for an away 
game with a bunch of lads you don't know 
and haven't trained with." 

He added: "We looked a different side and 
looked like we could score every time we went 
forward; they couldn't handle him, he was too 
powerful. 

"Ben Watson looks a different player. With 
Charlie Clough alongside him the last few 
games it made a difference, but with Keiffer, 
who's a proper forward, it made a huge differ¬ 
ence.

Terras stand firm on proposed move 


WEYMOUTH Football Club have declared their 
objections to the proposed move of the club 
to a new site at Lodmoor Park whilst confirm¬ 
ing their preference to stay at the Bob Lucas 
Stadium. 

Their views were made in two letters ad¬ 
dressed to West Dorset District Council for¬ 
mally objecting to the planning application 
submitted by Wessex Delivery Partnership 
(WDP) on their plans to move the club to Lod¬ 
moor where they would provide a new sta¬ 
dium, and the development of the current site 
at Radipole Lake which encompasses their cur¬ 
rent ground, where they would build up to 200 
new houses. 

With regards to staying at their current site 
they said: "WFC wish to remain at the Bob 
Lucas Stadium site (formerly the Wessex) 
which is a perfectly suitable site for a football 
stadium - well served by parking and not likely 
to generate any amenity problems for nearby 
households or environmentally sensitive areas. 

"The Club would, of course, like to see im¬ 
proved facilities but considers that there is 
scope to achieve this on or in the vicinity of the

present site and to secure further investment 
by bringing in other community, recreational 
and commercial uses that would benefit not 
only WFC but also the residents of both Chick- 
erell and Weymouth." 

They are also aware of the historical issues re¬ 
garding the site and that the land has historical 
leisure and recreational covenants that should 
be supported particularly as there are other 
suitable sites already earmarked for housing. 

"We are aware from the 2006 and current 
draft Local Plans that WDDC (and for that mat¬ 
ter, WPBC) have and are making adequate pro¬ 
vision to meet housing needs on far more 
sustainable and appropriate sites without tak¬ 
ing historical leisure and recreational land. 

"It seems that the above mentioned PA is not 
being driven by sustainability or localism con¬ 
siderations. The proposal is not in the interests 
of our two communities." 


It also objects to WDP's amended plans for 
Lodmoor, believing they neither provide the 
standard of facilities that they wish, and that 
the area is unsuitable. 

"Based on all information currently available 
to the Club there are no assurances that the 
Lodmoor site can actually deliver sustainable 
new facilities to the required standards. 

"The Club has very strong concerns that, 
even if planning consent could be secured at 
this location, the land remediation, drainage 
and all construction costs would combine to 
leave it seriously disadvantaged in terms of the 
quality of the facility that would result. 

"The parking area over which WFC would 
have control is considered inadequate - par¬ 
ticularly for games with a large gate. 

"Furthermore, the Lodmoor site is consid¬ 
ered unsuitable in terms of accessibility and is 
also considered to not have genuine potential 
to generate and sustain a reasonable level of 
other (non-football) income streams. 

"The Lodmoor site is exposed and potentially 
at risk of flooding. All of our concerns are al¬ 
ready identified by Carl Dallison of WPBC."
